Bandage according to Claim 1 , wherein the 
foreami part has a hand guide or hand-securing means. 

BandageacordingtoCiaimtwhereintheupper 
am, part is fixed ventrally the foream, part in the ama of «,e wrist by means C said 
support strap and said support strap nins from the shoulder to the neck area. 

Claim 8 (previously presented). Bandage acoordlng to Claim t.whereinthe 
support sfrap comprises a partal paddir^ in the area of transiSon from the cen^cai 
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spine to the shoulder girdle.

made of a laminated foam or a laminated nonwoven fabric. 



• Claim 12 (previously presented). Bandage according to Claim 1, wherein the 
straps have a high padding effect and, wHh loading of about 50 N. have a longitudinal 

expansion of <35%. 

Claim 13 (previously presented). Method for producing a bandage according to 
aalm 1 wherein the upper am, part and the foream, part are made of a starting 
rpatenal «hlch contains at least a proportion of them,oplas«c f.bres or componer*. and 
arethem,ofom,ed to the shape of the body part on which they are to be used. 

C„im 14 (previousV presented). Method according to Claim 13, wherein said 
starting material Is a themioformable nonwoven fabric woven fabric. Knitted fabnc. foil, 
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,oam, mermoformeble pla=«io w«h low rigidity or a combination thereof. 

Claim 15 (previously p.««nted). Method acoo.dir« *> Claim 13. vvhereir. the 
starung material comprises a t«o-layer or multi*.yer laminate, of which at least one 
layer is thermofomnable. 

Claim 16 (previously presented). Method according to aaim 13, wherein the 
starting material is heated to themtoformability and Is then shaped using a positive 
mould^negative mould or both. 

Claim 17 (previously presented). Method according to Claim 13. v^herein the 
starting material is heated to its themiofomiability point and is shaped between a 
positive mould and a negative mould. 

Claim 18 (previously presented). Method according to Claim 13. wherein the 
starting material is heated to its themioformabillty point and fom.ed in heated moulds. 

Claim 19 (previously presented). Method according to Claim 13. wherein the 
starfing material has been themnoformed to individual body sizes. 



Claim 20 (previously presented). Bandage according to Claim 12. wherein said 
longitudinal expansion is <10%.
